Synopsis: 


On November 4, 2010, at 2345 hours, two suspects committed an armed robbery at the 
“Valero” Gas Station, located at 12800 Rosecrans Avenue, in the city of Norwalk. Deputy 
Villasenor, who was monitoring radio traffic, noted the suspects fled in a white Jeep. 

Approximately two hours later, while monitoring traffic at the intersection of Rosecrans 
Avenue and Bloomfield Street, Deputy Villasenor saw a white Jeep. He caught up with 


the Jeep at the Golden State Freeway off ramp and eastbound Firestone Blvd. 


When the occupants of the Jeep became aware of Deputy Villasenor's presence, a 
pursuit ensued. The suspects abandoned the Jeep, at Sproul Street. Both 
suspects jumped from the moving vehicle and fied in opposite directions. One suspect, 
later identified ES produced a handgun and pointed it at Deputy Villasenor 
as he fled. Fearing for his life, Deputy Villasenor fired several rounds at Suspect 
Suspect [MJ fet! to the ground. Believing he had wounded the suspect, Deputy 
Villasenor left his position of cover (his vehicle) and approached the Suspect. Suspect 

gotup and pointed his weapon at Deputy Villasenor for a second time, and again, 
fearing for his life, Deputy Villasenor fired one round et Suspect 
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Suspect Г us and was later apprehended in a nearby house by deputies assigned 
to the Special Enforcement Bureau. 


A .22-caliber pistol was later recovered and surrendered to Detective Espeleta by a 
resident who wished to remain anonymous.

Suspect ШЕИ was 
transported to Whittier Presbyterian Hospital for treatment. Physician's Assistant David 
Samuelson applied two sutures to Suspect о“ сг left leg. X-ray's showed no 
fracture of the left leg Suspect И patent medical record number was 001015973 
and his patient identification number was 000045299112. 


Suspect was medically cleared for booking by Physician Assistant Samuelson on 
November 11, 2010, at 0355 hours.

The weapon was test fired, and found to be functional and within Department standards. 
The test was conducted by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Scientific 
Services Bureau, Firearms Identification Section, under lab receipt No. K 115472 (Refer 
to Exhibit “J”).

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Lighting and Weather Conditions: 


The shooting occurred during night hours. The weather was clear. Lighting was provided 
by street lights, headlighis, and a gun mounted tactical flashlight.

Internal Affairs Bureau Interview: 


Deputy Villasenor was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Scott Hill and Al Maldonado on 
November 5, 2010 at 0920 hours. Theo interview was digitally audio recorded. The 
narrative which follows is intended only as a synopsis of the IAB interview. Adcitional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing Deputy Villasenor's 
recorded interview 


On November 4, 2010, Deputy Isidro Villasenor was working unit 43K1. He had been 
assigned to Norwalk station for two years. 


Earlier in the night (2345 hours), an armed robbery had occurred at 12800 Rosecrans 
Avenue, at the "Valero" gas station. The suspect vehicle was described as a white Jeep. 
A night employee of the Guest House Motel notified the Norwalk desk that the white Jeep 
had been seen driving past the Guest House Motel at approximately 0145 hours. The 
desk in turn typed ап MDT message to the field units notifying them of the sighting. in 
hopes of finding the Jeep, Deputy Villasenor parked his patrol car at “Jacks Liquor Store" 
and began monitoring vehicle traffic at Bloomfield Avenue and Rosecrans Blvd. 
Eventually a white Jeep heading west on Rosecrans Blvd., from under Interstate 5, drove 
past him 


Deputy Villasenor pulled onto Rosecrans Blvd. and began following the Jeep. Based on 
the robbery victim's statements, Deputy Villasenor was under the impression only one 
suspect perpetrated the robbery, therefore, there would only be one person in the Jeep 


Deputy Villasenor caught up with the Jeep at Firestone Blvd., and the on-ramp to 
Interstate 5. He notec there were no license plates on the vehicle. Because the driver 
sped up after stopping for the stop sign, Deputy Villasenor believed the driver was now 
aware of his presence. 


IAB Note: The Jeep was reported stolen out of Lakewood Station's area on 
11/04/2010. 
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Deputy Villasenor broadcast that he was "Code 9" behind a possible "211" vehicle 
Deputy Villasenor followed the vehicle a short distance. When it reached Norwalk Blvd 
the driver's door opened and it appeared to Deputy Villasenor that the driver was going 
to jump out of the moving vehicle. The driver closed the door and began driving more 
erratically. This observation reenforced Deputy Villasenor's belief that there was only one 
occupant: in the vehicle 


Deputy Villasenor stated his plan was to follow the vehicle until other units and/or an Aero 
unit arrived. He stated Norwalk station was only about one minute away, so assisting 
units would arrive quickly 


After the driver attempted to jump from the moving vehicle, Deputy Villasenor advised he 
was now in pursuit of the vehicle. Refer to Exhibit "I" for a sketch, drawn by Deputy 
Villasenor, of the route Suspect look just before he jumped from the Jeep. Deputy 
Villasenor estimated their speeds did not exceed 35 tc 40 mph, he stated there was “no 
traffic" on the streets. 


Still believing there was only one person in the Jeep and he was probably going to jump 
out of the vehicle and run, Deputy Villasenor's plan was to box in the suspect. Deputy 
Villasenor knew: that Interstate 5 would limit the suspect's avenues of escape. He had 
already decided he was not going to chase the suspect, but instead was going to direct 
the responding units and contain the area. 


When the vehicle reached Silverbow Avenue and Sproul Street, the driver's door opened 
again and the driver, later identified as Daniel Webster jumped from the moving vehicle 
and ran north out of sight. Deputy Villasenor stopped ais vehicle approximately fifty feet 
west of where he had seen Suspect Webster exit the Jeep (Refer to Fxhibit "C" 
Photographs A & D). Seconds later, with the Jeep still rolling east, the Jeep's passenger 
door opened and the passenger, later identified MN CUT exited and ran south. 
Deputy Villasenor stated Suspect Li a black handgun in his right hand. Up until 
this poini, Deputy Villasenor had по idea there were lwo suspects in the Jeep. Deputy 
Villasenor stated it was time to switch to "Plan B." The new plan focused on Suspect 


IAB Note: Deputy Villasenor moved his vehicle approximately ten feet east 
after the shooting occurred. It's position in photographs A & D has been 
changed from its position just prior to the shooting. 


Deputy Villasenor stated he didn't see $изре o until 505 ect ves 
three or four feet from the Jeep. Deputy Villasenor felt Suspect knew Deputy 
Villasenor had raised his weapon and was pointing it at Suspect because the 
Suspect was "kind of ducking, waiting for what was coming and | was doing the same, 
ducking and waiting for...” 
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Deputy Villasenor described the lighting in the area as good. He stated there was a large 
streetlight on the corner, his vehicle’s headlights were on, as were the rotating red lights. 
Deputy Villasenor stated his weapon is equipped with a flashlight on it, which helped 
illuminate the Suspect. 


Deputy Villasenor said; 


So when I saw the gun, at first | knew it was a gun. ! didn’t acknowledge it until | 
heard the clicking and... my gun has a light on it and | illuminated him with my 
gun and once | saw him pointing the gun toward me, and | hear the clicking, | put 
two and two together and | immediately knew t was а gun. At that point | was 
scared and | just started firing at him. | believe | shot five to, five or six or seven 
rounds there. 


IAB Note: Deputy Villasenor stated that when he first fired at Suspect 

the Suspect was in the middle of the intersection, in the general 
area where his flashlight had fallen, (Refer to Exhibit "C" Photograph "C"). 
The distance was approximately twenty feet. 


After firing at Suspect | he иш stumbled and fell to the ground 


He stumbled closer to the sidewalk. He almost went face first into the wall, that's 
how close he was. So I figured | got him... So my adrenaline was kind of up. | 
kind of moved away from my vehicie and ! went toward the front of my vehicle to 
get a better look at him, while still keeping like, | had him at gunpoint and then he, 
he popped, within seconds popped up and then | see his hands come up again. 
So | fired, | think one more round. 


Deputy Villasenor described the aftermath, “Then he jumps over the, there was two cinder 
block walls at the corner, at the residence. He jumps over that and goes east through the 
yard and out, through the darkness and a bunch of trees (refer to Exhibit "C" Photographs 
F&G)" 
IAB Note: The distance from Deputy Villasenor's vehicle to the area of the 
second shooting was approximately 40-50 feet. Deputy Villasenor's rounds 
impacted the concrete wall at ЕНИ 5 to Exhibit “C” 
Photograph "I"). 


After firing the second series of rounds, Deputy Villasenor broadcast “998” via his 
handheld radio. 


IAB Note: Deputy Villasenor fired a total of six rounds. 
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On November 6, 2010, a witness who wished to remain anonymous (Refer to Deputy 
Jesus Pclanco's, И supplemental report, Exhibit B) gave Detectives Espeleta and 
Suh, a .22-caliber handgun (Refer to Exhibit "C" Photograph H). The witness found the 
weapon in his/her backyard. The witness said, at approximately 0130 hours, he/she 
heard some dogs barking. He/she looked outside and saw a male wearing a grey or light- 
colored T-shirt, 5'10", 190 pounds, walking east on Sproul Street in front of his/her house 
Approximately two minutes later, the witness heard a single gunshot. He/she looked out 
his/her window again and saw a male Hispanic (same clothing and physical description 
as before) running east on Sproul Street to north Belmart Avenue 


IAB Note: The witness was shown a photographic line-up by Detective 
Espeleta. He/she selected the photograph of Spec M nd identified 
him as the person he/she had seen running east on Sproul Street 
immediately after the shooting 


The witness stated he/she has known Suspect [for approximately one and a half 
years. They lived on the same street (Sproul). Approximately three months prior to 
Deputy Villasenor's shooting, the witness stated he/she had seen Suspect [with a 
.22-caliber handgun. The witness stated he/she recognized the handgun he/she found 
in his/her backyard as similar to one he/she had seen Suspect in possession of 
three months prior. 


Deputy Polanco examined the pistol and found it contained five live .22-caliber long rifle 
rounds. An expended round was “stove piped” in the weapon's slide mechanism. This 
“stove piped” round rendered the weapon inoperable. 


IAB Note: Deputy Villasenor reported hearing a "clicking" sound, as though 
the weapon's trigger was being repeatedly pulled by Suspect

IAB Note: A replica handgun was recovered from the Jeep. Detective 
Espeleta siated this weapon was used by the suspects at the “Valero” 


robbery.
